Executive Director of Cleveland's Karamu House J. Newton Hill will 
deliver the first of three lectures provided by The Cleveland Museum of Art 
in connection With its major exhibition AFRICAN TRIBAL IMAGES, THE KATHERINE 
WHITE RESWICK COLLECTION. Mr. Hill's talk, illustrated and open free to the 
public, will take place in the Museum's auditorium at 8:30 p.m. Wednesday, 

July 10, the opening day of the exhibition. He will discuss "The Aesthetics 
of African Art" . 

Mr. Hill graduated from Lincoln University in Pennsylvania and has 
done graduate study at the University of Pennsylvania, Columbia University 
and the University of Chicago. Before coming to Cleveland in 1966 he taught 
at Lincoln, Howard and Atlanta universities and was Dean of the College at 
Lincoln University. He also served as a member of the staff of the Barnes 
Foundation in Merion, Pennsylvania and was director of two organizations 
the Lagos Office of the African-American Institute and of the Ford Foundation's 
Higher Education Program for West Africa. He was active in theatrical work 
before his association with Karamu and has written and lectured on the theater 
and African art for over fifteen years. Mr. Hill is currently a member of the 
American Society of African Culture in New York and a Fellow of Great Britain's 
Royal Anthropological Institute. 

On the following two Wednesday evenings, also at 8:30, Roy Sieber (July 
17) from the University of Indiana, will discuss "The Royal Acts of Ghana" and 
Robert Thompson (July 24) of Yale University will describe "African Sculpture 


in Dance Context".
